WASHINGTON (U PI) - President 
Carter has decided to ask Congress for a 
standby gasoline tax — perhaps as high 
as 50 cents a gallon over the next decade 
— as part of the energy conservation 
package, administration officials said to­ 
day. 
The present federal tax on gasoline is 4 
cents a gallon. Officials said Carter will 
seek authority to raise the tax by 5 cents 
a gallon per year over a span of 10 years. 
Such proposals have been unpopular in 
the past and there appears to be no more 
enthusiasm in Congress this time 
around Even some of the President's 
aides have been critical of this idea. 
Carter was working today on three 
separate television appearances to per­ 
suade Americans that the energy crisis 
is serious and real. One is a “ fireside 
chat” at 8 p.m. EST to define the 
problem and give what has been 
described as a gloomy forecast of oil and 
gas supplies; another is a tough energy 
saving program that the President will 
give Congress Wednesday. A news con­ 
ference is scheduled for Friday. 
Carter also arranged to make public 
later today a CIA report on the growing 
world energy shortage. The report, 
similar to studies by the Common 
Market and universities, says oil demand 
in the mid-1960s will be greater than the 


oil-producing states' ability to supply it. 
On Wednesday, a 50-page fact sheet 
will be distributed along with the Carter 
speech outlining his program. Next Mon­ 
day, the White House will issue a 100- 
page report, with the history of the 
energy crisis and even more details of 
the plan which will go to Congress. 
Another controversy deals with the 
federal study of existing federal water 
projects. At least 30 of them initially 
were deemed unnecessary and that 
stirred bitter reaction from many 
members of Congress.

WASHINGTON (U PI) - A federal 
commission today called for an end to 
Saturday mail delivery and recommeded 
President Carter and Congress consider 
instant satellite and wire transmission of 
letters by the U.S. Postal Service.

Today’s report followed six 
months of public hearings and a 
telephone poll which showed Americans 
are willing to give up six-day mail. 
As for instant letter communication, 
the seven-member Commission on 
Postal Service said it found rival 
electronic communications to “ portend 
disastrous consequences for the Postal 
Seryice” unless the agency gets a share 
of that business

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Young backtracks a bit 
on S. Africa terminology 


ATLANTA (U P I) - U N. 
Ambassador Andrew Young, 
conceding he is "self consci­ 
ous” about his recent stinging 
statements on world affairs, 
backtracked a little on his ter­ 
minology for describing the 
South African government Sun­ 
day. 
At home for two speaking 
engagements, Young told re­ 
porters he never used the word 
"illegitim ate” to describe the 
South African government, but 
that he still considers the white 
minority regime “ morally il­ 
legitimate” and "non-represen­ 
tative.” 
P re s id e n t C a rte r con­ 
tradicted Young’s statement 
last week about the illegitimacy 
of the South African govern­ 
ment, saying the nation "has a 
legally constituted government 
and is a stablizing influence in 
the southern part of that con­ 
tinent.” 
Saying Carter has "been 
more than generous with me, 
even in his comments yester­ 
day,” Young said the President 
has not criticized him private­ 
ly 
But, he conceded, "Maybe it 
would have been better to say 
the government is non-re­ 
presentative. The word ‘il­ 
legitimate’ is not my word.” 
With South Africa’s 4 million 
whites ruling the 16 million 
blacks, Young said he consid­ 
ered the government "m orally 
illegitimate.” 
But, he said he is becoming 
wary around reporters. 


On other subjects, Young said 
a Republican North Carolina 
congressman has no business 
suggesting he resign 
Rep. 
Jam es G. Martin. R-N.C., told a 
group of North Carolina GOP 
members Saturday that Young 
should step down because he 
has "terrified our allies," with 
his statements on Arabs. South 
Africa, Great Britain, Rhode­ 
sia. Angola and Zaire. 
Young, a former congress­ 
man from Atlanta, said he and 
Martin never liked each other 
in Congress and that he was not 
surprised at M artin s sen­ 
timents.

The National Aeronautics and 
Space A dm inistration has 
agreed to fire the satellite into 
orbit aboard a Delta rocket 
from Cape Canaveral. Fla The 
European Space Agency will 
reimburse NASA for $14.3 
million in launch costs 
Two days after launch, a 
radio signal from the European 
Space Operations Center at 
Darmstadt, West Germany, 
will fire a small rocket motor in 
the satellite to push it into its 
final circular 22.300-mile high 
path. 
Geos carries nine scientific 
instrum ents devised by 11 
European scientific groups Its 
magnetometers are so sensitive 
they are mounted in booms that 
extend 65 feet away to isolate 
them from interference from 
the satellite’s main body 
The very weak electric and 
magnetic fields high above 
Earth are continuously chang­ 
ing under the influence of the 
solar wind, a flow of electrical­ 
ly charged gases from the sun. 
Geos will study the interaction 
of the solar wind on the 
magnetosphere to give scien­ 
tists a clearer picture of the 
globe's space environment. 


Syrian 
President 
in Moscow 


MOSCOW (U P I) - Syrian 
President Hafez Assad has 
arrived on ?. state visit marking 
the return of the Soviet Union to 
an active role in Middle East 
diplomacy. 
The official Soviet news 
agency Tass said Assad was 
greeted at planeside by Soviet 
Communist 
party General 
Secretary Leonid Brezhnev, 
President Nikolai Podgorny 
and Foreign Minister Andrei 
Gromyko. 
Western diplomats said the 
Assad visit was part of the 
Soviet Union’s program of 
touching base with Arab 
leaders before next month’s 
American-Soviet meeting in 
Geneva, which is expected to 
discuss Middle East peace ef­ 
forts. 
Assad's trip, two weeks after 
Egyptian President Anwar 
Sadat’s Washington talks with 
President Carter and a month 
before Assad meets Carter in 
Europe, is aimed at gaining 
Russian backing for the Syrian- 
Egyptian "peace offensive" in 
the Middle East, Arab di­ 
plomats said. 
It also will serve to remind 
Israel and the United States 
that the Soviets — largely left 
out of the Middle East peace 
negotiations during the "shuttle 
diplomacy” era of Henry Kis­ 
singer — intend to play a major 
role in any resolution of the 
Arab-Israeli conflict. 
One diplomat, noting that the 
Soviet Union and the United 
States are co-chairmen of the 
U N -sponsored Geneva peace 
conference, said, "The Arab 
states — especially Egypt — 
have put most of their eggs into 
the Am ericans’ basket. But 
they are still aware that the 
Russians can serve as a 
c o u n te rw e ig h t 
to

Americans — and that they can 
benefit from that.”

TOKYO (U P I) - Thousands 
of opponents of the new Tokyo 
International 
Airport 
skirm­ 
ished with police Sunday, hurl­ 
ing rocks at o fficers and 
shouting slogans at the end of a 
protest march at the airport 
site 50 m iles northeast of 
Tokyo. 
A u th o ritie s 
in 
C h in a 
province, where the new air­ 
port is located, said 24 officers 
were injured by stones hurled 
by dem onstrators 
Seven 
persons were arrested on 
charges of obstructing police in 
their duties. 
About 5.000 riot police were 
mustered by province officials 
to guard the still unused airport 
at Narita. 
The demonstrators included 
local residents, farmers whose 
land was taken for the project 
and students and radicals who 
have made the airport an en­ 
vironmentalist cause 
An organization of Narita 
area residents sponsored the 
rally and claimed a turnout of 
23.500 
Police estimated the 
number of protesters at 11,700. 
The airport was completed in 
1972, but bitter public opposi­ 
tion has kept it closed for five 
vears. 


Farmers in the area object to 
being forced off their land 
because of its rapidly rising 
price in the land boom of the 
early 1970s. Many residents of 
the Narita area oppose the air­ 
port on grounds of noise pollu­ 
tion. Others charge the large 
amounts of jet fuel that must be 
supplied to the inland airport 
creates a safety problem. 
The new regime of Prime 
Minister Takeo Fukuda recent­ 
ly announced plans to open it 
next fall in order to relieve con­ 
gestion at the present inter­ 
national airport at Haneda. 10 
miles southwest of downtown 
Tokyo. 
Foes of the new airport have 
erected two steel towers that 
would pose navigational haz­ 
ards for planes using the Narita 
airport. The public corporation 
building the facility has laid ac­ 
cess roads to the towers as a 
first step toward taking them 
down

far kept them from actually 
removing the towers. 
In 1971 three policemen were 
killed in a demonstration on the 
airport site. 
The airport was constructed 
between 1965 and 1972

(U P I) — A "tremendous” ex­ 
plosion in a basement bank 
vault area today ripped a five- 
story office building, causing 
millions of dollars in damage. 
Two "transients” in a room 
in an adjacent building were in­ 
jured slightly, police said, and a 
woman seen in the vicinity 
shortly before the blast was 
missing. 
Cause of the explosion and 
subsequent fire was not known. 
"In all of my 56 years of ex­ 
perience I have never seen 
anything like this,” said Fire 
Marshal Mike Quinn. " It looks 
like an atom bomb went off.” 
Police spokesman Ron Eber- 
hart said bomb experts could 
provide no estimate of the ex­ 
plosive power or the cause of 
the blast. " It would take a hell 
of a lot of TNT.” Eberhart said 
He said the two injured were 
taken to Erlanger Hospital for 
treatment. The most seriously 
injured of the two had facial 
cuts. 
Eberhart said the explosion 
"definitely" came from the 
basement of the office building 
where the vault of the First 
Tennessee National Bank was 
located. 
Asked if it was possible 
someone tried to blow open the 
vault, Eberhart replied: "If 
there was anybody down there, 
they were victims.” 
Police cordoned off a four-

Jack hates playoffs, 
but wins T of C anyway 


LA COSTA (U PI) — Even after his 62nd career win that moved him into a tie 
with the immortal Ben Hogan for second place in the all-time victory 
standings. Jack Nicklaus spoke out the way he got it. 
Pro golf's Golden Bear — closing in on $3 million in lifetime earnings — beat 
25-year-old Bruce Lietzke on the third hole of a sudden death playoff for his 
fifth Tournament of Champions triumph 
“ I don’t like sudden-death playoffs, period,” Nicklaus declared “ I don't feel 
you should play 72 holes and then decide a whole tournament on one hole. 
“ I’ve won more sudden-death playoffs than I’ve lost but that still doesn’t 
change my mind Look at today. Bruce finished 45 minutes ahead of me and 
could have been very cold ” 
Lietzke. who won a sudden-death playoff of his own against Gene Littler at 
Tucson in January, lost when Nicklaus, 37, knocked in a 12-foot putt for a birdie 
on the par five, 560-yard 17th hole at La Costa Lietzke missed his 25-foot birdie 
try moments earlier. 
“ I might not have made my putt except that I saw Bruce's putt break to the 
left,” Nicklaus said “ I was going to go for the left edge but I went to the right 
edge ” 
Nicklaus’ feelings on sudden-death playoffs echoed those of South African 
Gary Player, who lost in a sudden-death playoff to A1 Geiberger here two 
years Player also has questioned the fairness of sudden-death playoffs. 
Runner-up to Tom Watson at the Masters by two strokes the previous 
weekend. Nicklaus earned 145,000 first prize money at La Costa that pushed his 
career earnings to $2,959,273 and earnings for the year to $151,061. 
He’s won twice this season, his 16th on the tour, and now has 12 victories in 20 
sudden-death playoffs. 
Nicklaus said he’d like to see the tour substitute sudden-death playoffs with 
three-hole playoffs. The tour’s Tournament Policy Board allowed Nicklaus to 
use that method at his own tournament, the Memorial, in Ohio last year and 
Roger Maltbie beat Hale Irwin on the fourth extra playoff hole. 
However, a tour spokesman said Nicklaus’ Memorial event would be decided 
on a sudden-death basis this year. In addition, the PGA championship will be 
decided by sudden death for the first time this season 
“To m e,” Nicklaus continued, “ a three-hole playoff is the best way to decide 
it since an 18-hole playoff is just too difficult and too expensive. 
“ A threehole playoff gives a fellow more of a chance to breath It’s more of a 
test of golf I know there are pros and cons on this but that’s my opinion.” 
The only events left with an 18-hole playoff are the U S. Open and British 
Open 
Nicklaus carded a final-day 71 while Lietzke came in with six-under-par 66 
needing only 26 putts, to force the playoff. They wound up with 72-hole totals of 
281, seven under, for the Mutual of New York-sponsored event. 
Graham Marsh, a 33-year-old tour rookie from Australia, also had a final day 
66, including a course record 29 on the front side, and wound up tied with John­ 
ny Miller, 69, and Tom Purtzer, 73. for third place.

SACRAMENTO (UPI) - The 
Assembly Criminal Justice 
Com m ittee convenes in a 
sp e c ial evening sessio n 
Wednesday to decide what kind 
of capital punishment bill — if 
any — will be sent to the floor. 
Committee Chairman Ken 
Maddy, R-Fresno. a death 
penalty advocate, and Assem­ 
bly Speaker Leo McCarthy, D- 
San Francisco, a death penalty 
foe, have said the liberal- 
dominated panel will probably 
discard bills requiring capital 
punishm ent in favor of a 
measure supporting life in 
prison without possibility of 
parole 
But they both agreed the bill 
would likely be rewritten on the 
floor to reinstate death penalty 
language — the same course of 
action that led the Assembly to 
approve the death penalty bill 
that became law in 1974. 
The Senate Thursday was 
scheduled to consider a bill 
(SB220> by Sen Milton Marks, 
R-San Francisco, which would 
provide the death penalty only 
for inmates already serving life 
who are convicted of murder 
while in prison 
Other murderers would be 
subject to life in prison without 
possibility of parole under the 
measure 


The Senate has already ap­ 
proved a bill (SB155) by Sen. 
George Deukmejian, R-Long 
Beach, reinstating capital pun­ 
ishm ent in C alifornia for 
specified crimes. That measure 
is among the death penalty bills 
being considered by the Assem­ 
bly Criminal Justice Commit­ 
tee. 


The Assembly Revenue and 
Taxation Committee was sche­ 
duled late today to hear for the 
first time testimony on a mas­ 
sive tax relief proposal for 
homeowners and renters. 


Chairman Willie Brown. D- 
San Francisco, the m ajor 
architect of the proposal, said 
the package would offer vary­ 
ing relief to 85 per cent of the 
homeowners and renters in the 
state. In the first year, the 
legislation would provide 
almost $500 million for home­ 
owner property tax relief, 
a n o th er $282 m illion for 
renters, and an additional $10 
million to allow senior citizens 
to defer their property taxes un­ 
til after death. 
The proposal, backed by As­ 
sembly Speaker Leo McCar­ 
thy. aiso would impose a max­ 
imum state income tax in­ 
crease of 4 per cent to those 
making more than $37.000 a 


year and would provide the 
mechanism for a statewide 
business tax to finance a state 
“takeover” of major welfare 
costs now carried by counties. 
Brown decries 
bureaucracy 


CHARLOTTE, N.C. (UPI) - 
California Gov. Jerry Brown 
says the Democratic party 
must place renewed emphasis 
on neighborhoods, rather than 
the bureaucracy, to carry out 
the functions once performed in 
the private sector. 
“Bureaucracy continues to 
increase because government 
performs functions that previ­ 
ously were performed in the 
private sector/’Brown told par­ 
tic ip a n ts a t th e Y oung 
Democrats of North Carolina 
weekend convention. 
As an example, he noted that 
many elderly persons now live 
in publicly financed nursing 
homes, wherein they once 
would have lived with their 
relatives. 
“There is a ready correlation 
between the mobility that we 
have and the rising bureau­ 
cracy,” he said. “The govern­ 
ment is the family of the last 
resort and the neighbor of the 
last resort.”

TEL AVIV, Israel (UPI) - A 
district court Sunday fined the 
wife of Israel’s prime minister 
$27,000 for maintaining illegal 
A m erican bank accounts. 
Hours la te r her husband, 
Yitzhak Rabin, announced he 
would take a leave of absence 
beginning Friday. 
As expected. Rabin told his 
cabinet at its weekly Sunday 
meeting in Jerusalem that 
D efense M inister Shimon 
Peres, now the Labor party’s 
choice for prime minister, 
would take charge at cabinet 
meetings until a new govern­ 
ment is formed after the May 17 
elections. 
The disclosures about $21.000 
in two U.S. bank accounts led to 
Rabin’s downfall as Labor 
party leader and to the sentenc­ 
ing of his wife, Leah 
Legally, Rabin retains re­ 
sponsibility for all decisions un­ 
til a new government comes 
into power. 
The prime minister accom­ 
panied his wife to the Tel Aviv 
District Court Sunday but did 
not go inside with her. 
Judge Dov Levin imposed the 
fine of 250,000 Israeli pounds 
($26.939) or 12 months in jail 
after Mrs. Rabin’s short trial 
The judge, who could have 
sentenced Mrs. Rabin to up to 
three years in jail, said the cir­ 
cumstances of her “downfall 
from a position of importance 
to the benches of the cour­ 
troom” was a heavy penalty in 
itself 
It is illegal for Israeli citizens 
to hold foreign bank accounts 
while living in Israel. Mrs. 
Rabin admitted to the illegal 
holdings and not reporting 
them 
The judge said he could not 
accept Mrs. Rabin’s claim that 
she was ignorant of the law and 
he said she made eight 
withdrawals from the accounts 
over the last four years, most 
recently last month on a trip to 
the United States 
China report

WASHINGTON (UPI) - Chip 
Carter and a congressional 
delegation to China found the 
people adjusting well to the tur­ 
nover in leadership that 
followed the deaths of Chair­ 
man Mao Tse Tung and other 
top political leaders. 
The returning delegation was 
“ impressed with the Chinese 
ability to adjust to the effect of 
the deaths of the nation’s top 
three political leaders in just 
one year,” Rep. John Brade- 
mas. D-Ind.. said Sunday. 
The delegation saw a tea 
harvest, a military base, a silk 
and machine tool factory and 
reported “impressive” agricul­ 
tural and industrial progress. 
President Carter’s son accom­ 
panied the congressional dele­ 
gation. 
“Because our mission took 
place a short time after major 
changes in top political leader­ 
ship in China, we had a timely 
opportunity to assess the 
c u r r e n t s t a t u s of Sino- 
A m e r i c a n 
r e l a t i o n s , ’’ 
Brademas said 
Members of the delegation 
said they would report to the 
President that relations with 
China are “ crucial to the 
maintenance of international 
stability” and require “persist­ 
ent efforts” by both nations. 
They said they “ mutually 
pledged" with Chinese leaders 
to resolve the Taiwan issue 
through negotiations 
They also called for expanded 
trade and exchanges, including 
the possibility of allowing 
Chinese families to visit U S 
relatives. 
The President’s son celebrat­ 
ed his 27th birthday while on the 
trip. Carter said he delivered a 
sealed note from his father to 
Chairman Hua Kuo-feng The 
only reply was “ they told me to 
send their regards to the 
President.” he said 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) — Ronald Reagan asserts Republicans 
must never surrender conservatism to overtake the majority 
Democrats but former President Gerald Ford insists the GOP 
must strive for “moderation and common sense.” 
“A contest within our ranks to prove who is the purer of ideology 
will not attract the American people,” Ford warned a weekend 
conference of state Republican legislative leaders from throughout 
the nation. 
But 100 miles north in scenic Santa Barbara, Reagan told conser­ 
vative GOP volunteers that thev must have the “courage to say yes 
there are things we do strongly believe in that we are willing to live 
for and, if necessary, die for. That is not ideological purity.” 
The rival candidates for the 1976 GOP presidential nomination 
spoke out on revitalizing the party in the wake of last November’s 
elections in which Republicans lost the White House and suffered 
heavily in Congress, legislatures and governors’ mansions. 
If anything, the separate appearances in Southern California 
seemed to show that the Republican party is as badly split now as 
it was when the two leaders campaigned against each other last 
year. 
The deeply sun-tanned Ford addressed about 35 legislators at a 
meeting called to critically examine why and where the battered 
GOP “went wrong” and how it could rebound to win elections. 
“This is a moderate nation of moderate people to whom ideology 
is far less important than practicality,” Ford said “They prefer 
common sense to conservatism and/or liberalism.” 
Ford, who like Reagan keeps himself firmly in the spotlight for a 
possible White House run in 1980, urged the legislative leaders to 
throw off the “old slogans of Republicanism” and “broaden the 
base of our party” by recruiting those usually neglected by the 
GOP — such as college students. 
Reagan, who narrowly lost the nomination to Ford at Kansas 
City, was cheered by about 600 members of the conservative 
California Republican Assembly when he outlined his plan for 
“creation of a new and lasting majority based on a belief in prin­ 
cipled politics.” 
“Let me once and for all lay to rest a myth that we are a small 
group of ideologues trying to take over a majority,” he said of con­ 
servatives 
“We are a majority trying to assert our rights against the tyran­ 
ny of a combine of academics, fashionable left revolutionaries 


(and) some economic illiterates who happen to hold elective of­ 
fice.” 
t 
. 
Reagan repeated his belief that conservatives do not represent 
merely a “minority within a minority party” but instead a 
majority of all Americans. 
The conference, organized by Assembly Republican leader Paul 
Priolo of Malibu, was called to confront problems which many par­ 
ticipants readily conceded threaten the Grand Old Party with ex­ 
tinction. 
To help examine the party, the conference called on Democratic 
State Treasurer Jesse M. Unruh, a shrewd political tactician; 
Robert Teeter, Ford’s pollster last year; political columnist 
Robert Novak; and Audrey Colom, chairwoman of the National 
Women’s Political Caucus, among others. 
In candid exchanges, the Republican legislators often were told 
publicly in blunt terms what they may have been told or said 
themselves in private. 
For instance, Novak observed that "Ford and Reagan have over­ 
stayed their welcome on the stage. I can’t see that they are ac­ 
complishing much for the party. They don’t have much to say and 
nobody else can get a word in.” 
At another point, Unruh told the legislators that for Republicans 
to become the majority American party, “ You absolutely must 
find new allies." 
To the surprise of many, he said be believed that the “Chicano 
vote is still up for grabs” and suggested some segments of labor 
were “shaky” allies of Democrats and could be pried loose by 
Republicans.

Knitting needn’t be

too wild and wooly 
By Polly Cram er 


Handwork of all sorts Is enjoying a great revival and each 
woman seems to have a favorite type — knitting, crochet, 
needlepoint, crewel work and so on. Many have discovered lit­ 
tle tricks that make the job at hand easier or more 
professional looking, 
DEAR POLLY — Before you start to knit with two balls of 
wool, run the ends through paper straws to prevent tangles as 
you work. 
DEAR POLLY — When knitting it is often necessary to join 
a new ball of yarn in the middle of a row. To make a neat job, 
unravel an inch on each end of the pieces to be joined Moisten 
both with forefinger and roll the ends together in the palm of 
your hand The result is a firm joining with no unsightly knot 
to mar your knitting Of course, the same can be used when 
crocheting 
DEAR PO LLY - When mending 
the torn part over a hair brush with the bristles up They will 
a knitted garment, place 


hold the material and prevent the yarn from stretching as you 
mend. 
DEAR POLLY — 1 used to pin together the pieces of a 
sweater I had knitted before sewing them together. By chance 
1 picked up some metal pinch hair clips that were close by 1 
found that by pinching one on each end of the two pieces to be 
sewn together and placing a few others in between to ease the 
fullness 1 did a better job than with pins that often slipped out 
DEAR PO LLY — I love to embroider, but my thread used to 
get so tangled. Now 1 wind each color into a small ball and put 
each of these into an empty pill bottle. A hole is punched in the 
plastic lid so 1 can pull out the length needed. 
DEAR PO LLY — If the cuffs on a wool sweater stretch out 
of shape, dip just the cuffs in hot water to shrink them back to 
normal. This would also work on a waistband Squeeze the 
purling together when the sweater is stretched out to dry. 
DEAR PO LLY — To keep the various colors of thread or 
wool to be used in doing needlepoint or crewel work separated, 
place the various colors between pages in a magazine Put in 
one color, skip a few pag

It is with complete wonder­ 
ment that we digest President 
Carter’s abrupt announcement 
late last week that he was 
withdrawing his proposal to 
give most Americans a $50 tax 
rebate because, as he stated, 
“ we don’t need i t ” to 
stimulate the economy. 


In addition to withdrawing 
the rebate proposal, President 
Carter also nixed his plan to 
provide for a $2.5 billion in­ 
vestm ent tax credit for 
businesses. 


Right up to the announce­ 
ment, President Carter was 
fighting for his reb ate 
program. He even went so far 
as to strongly defend the plan 
by saying he would not “horse 
trade’’ the issue with the 
suspension of the w ater 
projects he had ordered. He 
was under terrific political 
pressure. 


We are now wondering how 
the economy of the nation was 
improved so greatly “over­ 
night.” We strongly suspect 
that it did not and that the 
whole action was taken for 
political considerations. 
We did not favor the $50 tax 
rebate proposal. It was an ill- 
conceived program, a one shot 
deal that would have done lit­ 
tle to stimulate the economy. 
It was not fair to the middle- 
income wage earner. In fact, 
it left them out. 
We do not believe that the 
economy is well now, well 
enough, that is, that nothing 
should be done and that the 
President can now sit back, 
along with Congress, content 
in such a situation. 
We believe that the economy 
still needs stimulating, as 
always. We still favor a strong 
look at a permanent across- 
the-board tax reduction.

ITT has soared to the industrial 
heights by buying up existing companies 
at an ever-accelerating pace. The con­ 
sortium has also laid political pipelines 
that reach into the inner councils of 
governments around the world. 
In Washington. ITT opened an office 
five blocks from the White House. Like 
the great government departments, ITT 
had its Office of Congressional Liaison 
and its Congressional Relations Section. 
One side of the Congressional Relations 
Section worked the Democrats, the other 
the Republicans. 
We keep our own charts on corporate 
activity; they graph not the statistics 
found in business journals, but the cor­ 
porate handouts to politicians. On this in­ 
dicator. ITT showed a rising curve in the 
1960s that kept pace with its climb on 
Dow Jones. 
The company gave away free plane 
rides, cut-rate vacations, touring cars 
for congressional junketeers. legal 
business to the law firms of public of­ 
ficials and other forms of gravy, in­ 
cluding a highly organized program of 
campaign contributions. 
We exposed most of this in the early 
1970s. We also reported that ITT had 
developed a cozy relationship with the 
Nixon administration 
Together they 
conspired to block the duly elected presi­ 
dent of Chile, Salvadore Allende, from 
assuming office ITT officials at first 


denied, but later admitted, their com­ 
plicity. They continued to insist that cor­ 
porate money hadn’t been used to in­ 
fluence political events in Chile. Then 
ITT Chairman Harold Geneen confessed 
that $350,000 may have been funded to 
Allende’s opponents. 
Meanwhile, ITT has faded from the 
headlines. 
But many conscientious 
stockholders have been working quietly 
to clean up the company. More than 150 
church groups, for example, own cor­ 
porate stock. They have banded together 
under the Interfaith Center for Cor­ 
porate Responsibility to demand a 
detailed account of all “political con­ 
tributions, bribes and other questionable 
payments of $2,000 or more that may 
have been funneled to Chilean political 
candidates” by ITT. 
Slipping in the back door of the 
Securities and Exchange Commission, 
ITT executives tried to get excused from 
publishing this request in their annual 
proxy statement. But the commission 
turned thumbs down and ordered them 
to publish the Chilean resolution. 
An ITT spokesman said the company 
wanted to omit the resolution from its 
proxy statement because it was similar 
to another resolution. 
BROKEN PROMISE - President 
Carter has made an extra effort to keep 
his campaign promises to the American 
people But like most presidents before 
him, he has finally broken one. 
The broken promise involves a story 
we reported on Sept. 22, 1976. We 
reported that then-President Gerald 
Ford, prodded by Internal Revenue Com­ 
missioner Donald Alexander, abandoned 
the use of tax enforcement to catch drug 
traffickers. 
Top narcotics dealers rarely handle 
the drugs themselves. Instead, they rake 
in huge profits from street sales and hide 
their illegal spoils in foreign banks 
Clearly. Internal Revenue is an essential 
agency in making strong cases against 
these monied mobsters 
After our story about the withdrawal 
of Internal Revenue from drug enforce­ 
ment. Carter raised a howl. “Mr. 
Ford . let the highly effective Narcotics 
Traffickers Tax Program wither on the 


vine,” he complained. “I will revive the 
program to catch drug dealers through 
tax evasion indictments.” 
Even after he moved into the White 
House, Carter reiterated tham gambl­ 
ing, prostitution, and drug trafficking 
are interrelated and, therefore, that it 
will take the joint efforts of all govern­ 
ment agencies to prosecute the 
criminals. 
Yet despite his promise, the president 
not only failed to “revive” the program ; 
he cut its funding by $11 million. 
WHO’S NEWS — Senate Majority 
Leader Robert Byrd, D.-W. Va., has been 
pushing behind the scenes for a solar 
heating project for the Page Jackson 
Elementary school in his home state. 
This received the special attention of the 
top officials of the Energy Research and 
Development Administration, who quiet­ 
ly authorized the project. “Technically, 
the project is not a big step forward,” 
conceded an internal memo. But 
“politically, there is an environment 
that will not take no for an answer.” 
— Law-and-order propagator Richard 
Velde has been booted out by the 
Democrats after 30 months as chief of 
the Law Enforcement Assistance Ad­ 
ministration. Before his departure he 
quietly discussed job possibilities with 
the American University, which had 
received close to $2 million from his 
agency. Velde told us he secured an opi­ 
nion from the Justice Dept, that it would 
be perfectly legal for him to work for the 
university. 
— Edward Bennett Williams, the 
Washington legal whiz, is furious over a 
derogatory title in the forthcoming book, 
“Playing for Keeps in Washington.” The 
chapter about Williams is called “Fast 
Eddie.” Apparently, Eddie took offense 
at the title. At least the author, Laurence 
Learner, claims he received a phone call 
from an irate Williams. “You won’t 
make any money on this book,” Williams 
reportedly spluttered. According to 
Learner’s account of the conversation, 
the attorney threatened legal action un­ 
less certain changes were made. 
Williams would not comment on the inci­ 
dent.

WASHINGTON - (NEA) - Who 
determines the length of your shoelaces? 
The width of your auto tires? The in­ 
gredients in your house paint? The 
specifications of your lawn mower? The 
size of your door frame? The design of 
your children’s car seat? 


The answer to 
each of these ques­ 
tions is identical: One 
of the virtually un­ 
known but verypower- 
ful organ ization s 
whose authority to es­ 
tablish “voluntary in­ 
dustrial 
standards' 
allows them to exert 
enormous influence 
over the daily lives of 
all Americans. 
There are several 
hundred such groups 
in the country, which 
product standards for 
35.000 items ranging from hair dryers 
and football helmets to machine tools 
and nuclear reactor controls. 
The field is dominated, however, by 
the American National Standards In­ 
stitute (ANSI) in New York and the 
American Society for Testing and 
Materials (ASTM) in Philadelphia 
ANSI. ASTM and the nation’s other 
standardization and certification 
organizations are about to emerge from 
obscurity because a coalition of 
senators, congressmen and consumer 
groups is determined to make them 
more responsive to the public. 
Among those preparing tor a major 
confrontation with the standards-setters 
are Sen James Abourezk, D-S.D, (whose 
congressional subcommittee next week 
opens hearings on far-reaching reform 
legislation), consumer advocate Ralph 
Nader and a group of irate House 
members 
In the last category are Democratic 
Reps 
John D 
Dingell of Michigan, 
David R Obay of Wisconsin John E 
Moss ot California and Richard L Ot- 
tinger of New York, all of whom are in 


dignant about a little-publicized attempt 
to have the federal government endorse 
the work of the private standards-setting 
bodies. 
That effort, in the form of a proposed 
policy statement from the Office of 
Management and Budget, praises the 
work of ANSI. ASTM and others as 
“solidly based and widely accepted” and 
calls for “federal reliance on such stan­ 
dards whenever practicable.” 
That government proposal “would 
dramatically increase the already heavy 
hand of big business in determining what 
regulations it should be required to 
meet,” says Obey. “It not only puts the 
fox in the kitcken coop, it also hands him 
a hatchet and a carving knife ” 


The Center for the Study of Responsive 
Law. a Nader organization, has dis­ 
covered that the task force which 
drafted the proposed policy statement 
was headed by Frank E. Clarke, an 
Interior Department official who also 
happens to be a member of ANSI’s board 
of directors and a past president of 
ASTM 


Critics of those organizations have 
marshaled impressive evidence to show 
that they are dominated — in terms of 
both membership and financial support 
— by large corporations whose self- 
interest often is served by writing stan­ 
dards which exclude the innovative and 
potentially competitive products of 
smaller firms seeking entry to the 
marketplace. 
In addition, existing standards-setting 
procedures often fail to provide buyers 
with adequate safety and performance 
information, lack procedural safeguards 
for those whose products are being 
tested 
and minimize consumer par­ 
ticipation. 
• The American Society of Mechanical 
Engineers committee responsible for 
development of (auto) emission test 
procedures is almost entirely made up of 
industrv representatives." says Robert 
L Aiax an official of the Environmental 


Protection Agency. 


Louis V. Lombardo, head of a 
Washington group called Public Interest 
Campaign, found that ASMT s Commit­ 
tee D-2 on Petroleum Products and 
Lubricants — which writes standards for 
the gas and oil dispensed at every ser­ 
vice station in the country — is 
dominated by the largest firms in the 
petroleum industry.

Meanwhile at Yale University there is 
considerable discussion not only over the 
question of a successor to Kingman 
Brewster, but of the likely reaction to 
his departure. One school of thought has 
it that Mr. Brewster’s conspicuous 
liberalism estranged many alumni 
whose financial support is badly needed 
if Yale is to continue to support an 
academic way of life to which the faculty 
and students have become accustomed 
Another says that if Mr. Brewster is 
replaced by someone about whom it 
would transpire that — let us imagine 
the worst! — he voted for Nixon in 1972, 
there would be a reaction from the body 
of Yale’s 
liberal supporters. Every 
private college in American faces the 
same problem, variously expressed 
Kingman Brewster’s supporters have 
pointed out his strength, reminding the 
Yale diaspora that he maintained order 
during the difficult years. Brewster is 
known as a very bright man, a compe­ 
tent administrator, tough, flexible, 
something of a satellite to the Zeitgeist 
Professor Walter Bems, who was eased 
out of Yale (before Brewster) for insuf­ 
ficient servility to fashionable 
ideological positions, left Cornell, where 
he was highly esteemed, 
in protest 
against the failure of the administration 
and faculty to back the disciplinary ac­ 
tion voted against the students who 
thought to further the cause of the liberal 
arts by requisitioning a few buildings and 
guarding them with automatic weapons. 
Mr. Bems had a high opinion of the skill 
of Kingman Brewster. As he put it in a 
conversation, “Brewster called in the 
faculty, spoke amiably with them for a 
couple of hours, and they woke up the 
next day realizing they had voted him a 
Gulf of Tonkin Resolution.” 
As we saw it. Mr. Brewster managed 
to wrest from the faculty, whom he first 
coaxed into a sweet docility, plenipoten- 
tiary power to deal with the 
revolutionists. So there he was, like the 
Pope of Rome, armed with the instru­ 
ment of excommunication. But, like 
good Pope Paul, he — never used it. 
I suppose there is an offense for which 
you can get excommunicated from the 
Catholic Church nowadays, but it is hard 
to think just what it might be. So it was 
at Yale, for instance in the spring of 1970. 
There is a passage in Randall Jarrell’s 
“Pictures from an Institution” about 
the determinedly liberal Flo. wife of the 
professor of architecture. “ If she 
had been told that Benton College, and 
(her husband) Jerrold, and (her son) 
John, and (her daughter) Fern, and their 
furniture, had been burned to ashes by 
the head of the American Federation of 
Labor who had then sown salt over the 
ashes she would have sobbed and said, at 
last — she could do no other — ‘I think 
that we ought to hear his side of the case 
before we make up our minds.” 
Stability at Yale was defined as the 
reiterated power of the administration to 
exercise authority. Very neat. 
The emanations were, so to speak, 
“New York Review of Books.” Viet­ 
nam war ... Bill Coffin ... Bobby Seale ... 
For co-education ahead of Hugh Hefner 
... Grades are anti-black; which is 
beautiful. But 
a zygotic relationship 
withe Zeitgeist can be useful, too. 
because when the whole thing turned 
around, Kingman Brewster was saying 
some useful things, and saying them with 
characteristic verve. These things he 
will have ample opportunity to develop 
when speaking in Great Britain
